Peace Walkers Discuss Arms _ 
Race, Non-Violent Action 


Three participants in the San Francisco to Moscow peace 
walk aired their views on the nuclear arms race and con- 
scientious objection Thursday at noon in the Little Theater. 
Their appearance was sponsored by Academic Enrichment Com- 


mittee in conjunction with 
the Campus Peace Union not 
yet recognized by Student 
Council. 

First speaker, Ed Lazar, de- 
scribed the formation of the 
committee for non-violent 
action and its premise that 
the nuclear arms race is lead- 
ing to war, that “we have to 
train ourselves in the tech- 
niques of non-violent action 
if we are to survive.” 


Support Disarming 

He stated that they are in 
support of unilateral disarm- 
ament, which he defined as a 
process in which “you set a 
creative example for your 

” and expect the best 
of him, On the personal level 
ore tries to have people ac- 
cept responsibility for what 
happens, “the consequences 
of our actions.” 

On the peace trek the walk- 
ers asked people in the vari- 
ous countries to protect 
against government policies 
with which they did not 
agree. The walkers ranged 
in age from 18 to 48, varied 
in religious belief from the 
Quakers to atheists, and in- 
cluded occupations from 
plumbing to professional mod- 
eling. 

Their itinerary was com- 
posed of the U. S., England, 
¥rance, Belgium, West and 
East Germany, Poland and 
the Soviet Union. They were 
refissed admittance to France 
und expelled from East Ger- 
many. 

Reaction Varied 

Reactions of Americans to 
peace walkers, according 
to Mardy Rich Stone, 21 year 
old Kansan, changed from the 
warm and open hospitality of 


church groups to beatings re- 
ceived by two members in 
El Paso, Tex. Referring to 
a three dsy vigil at the Penta- 
gon she said “people were 
rather cold there.” 

The 80 people who walked 
into Moscow faced a skepti- 
cal but interested response 
from University students. At- 
titudes encouraged in the 
U.S.S.R. had a familiar ring 
in “You can’t trust the imper- 
jialist Americans. All they 
understand is force.” 

Other Soviet views noted by 
Barton Stone were “If our gov. 
ernment resumes testing, then 
it must be in the interest of 
peace;” “Our weapons arc 
only for defensive purposes. 
We woluid never start a war.” 
Following the peace group’s 
departure, however, it was 
reported that a group of stu- 
dents met ih a Moscow square 
and publicly denounced So- 
viet weapon testing. 


Opposed to Killing 
In reply to a question after 
the three had spoken on their 
purposes, Stone took the po- 
sition that “It’s legitimate to 
die for what one believes but 
not to kill for what one be- 
lieves.” He stated that “We 
should not do things just be- 
cause we are told to,” but 
should examine them closely. 
The conunittee for non-vio- 
lent ‘action is composed of 53 
persons who sponsor and or- 
ganize “direct action for 
peace.” The movement's phil- 
osophy is “that genuine peace 
security can be achieved 


and 
only by ending our reliance | 


on weapons and violence, and 
by using nonviolet resistence 
to defend freedom.”

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Councills Inconsistent 


Student Council reached new heights of inconsistensy 
and indecision last Wednesday on two issues which con- 


cerned the theme of Peace 


A request that the Board of Birectors endorse a letter 
to President Kennedy opposing nuclear testing met with 
the worn-out debate that Council members shouldn’t take 
action on ‘‘ Off-Campus Issues.’’ There was no logical dis- 
cussion on the validity of the proposal, but instead the 
request was denied on the basis that Board members did 
not knew the opinions of their constituents. 

This refusal is not consistent with last year’s Board 
of Justice interpretation that Council has the right to 
represent the student body as a whole; with the fact that 
the BOD has never voiced any qualms about the feelings 
of its constituents on ‘‘On-Campus’’ problems; or with 
the complete lack of effort to determine any opinion of 
the students on the resolution before denying it. 

Identical tactics resulted when the Campus Peace 
\‘nion constitution was submitted for approval and subse- 


quently tabled 


The organization was not considered on 


the same basis as any previous groups which have asked 
for recognition but on new set of standards for ‘‘lobbying 


or pressure groups.’’ 


In following this unique proceedure, Council allowed 
its own prejudices and disagreement with tenets of the 
peace group to interfere with pre-established criteria. Fin- 
ally, the issue was tabled ‘‘in view of the fact that many 
of the Council were ‘undecided’ ’’ and ‘‘wanted time to

In 
addition, several general 
scholarships are available. 

Applicants must have at 
least a 3.0 (B) grade point 
average. 

Loans are intended to as- 
sist students with emergency 
financial needs, such as books, 
registration fees and living 
expenses. A loan may be 
negotiated on the student’s 
signature alone for up to six 
months and $75; for longer 
periods of time and/or larger 
amounts a co-signer is re- 
quired. 

Eligibility requirements in- 
clude a minimum grade point 
average of 2.0 (C) or higher, 
full-time enrollment at SSC 
and one semester’s residence 
at the college prior to ob- 

a loan. 

Program Assists Students 

The National Defense Edu- 
cation Act Student Loan Pro- 
gram was established to pro- 
vide financial assistance to 
students with college ability 
who lack the means to fin- 
ance a college education. 

The SSC Committee on 
Loans, Scholarships and A- 
wards selects recipients on 
the basis of need, achieve- 
ment and ability of the appli- 
cant to complete his chosen 
course of study. Five hund- 
red dollars is the maximum 
amount awarded in one sem- 
ester and one thousand dol- 
lars in any one fiscal year. 
The maximum amount which 
can be borrowed is $5,000

HornetsLoseChanceAtTitleln 
Loss To San Francisco Gators

San Francisco State College 
dealt the death wlow to Sac- 
ramento State College’s Far 
Western Conference ambitions 
by defeating the Hornets 7-0 
in a bruising defensive battle 
Saturday night at Hughes 
Stadium. 

Defense reigned as neither 
the Gators nor the Hornets 
could muster much of an of- 
fensive attack. The one of- 
fensive thrust that the San 
Franciscans managed to put 
together in the third quarter 
led to victory. 

Scoreless First Half 

The entire first half was a 
scoreless 30 minutes of bone- 
crushing football. Each team 
threatened only mildly as 
both atterapted field goals. 

Late in the first quarter, 
with fourth down and nine to 
go, Bob Baird attempted a 35 
yard shot that was wide to 
the left. 

Late in the first quarter and 
early in the second quarter, 
the Hornets put on their best 
sustained drive. The drive 
started on the SSC 20 and 
wound up in a futile field goal 
try from the Gator 18. 

On fourth down, defensive 
back Dick Bach trotted on 
the field to attempt the field 
goal with Johnny Olander to 
hold. The snap from center 
was low and Olander couldn't 
held the ball. 


Gators Score 

In the third quarter the Ga- 
tors scored the games only 
TD. The Hornets had the 
ball on their own 24 when 
they were hit with a holding 
penalty costing them half the 
distance to the goal. 

SSC managed to move the 
ball to the 17, then called on 
Olander to punt. He got off 
a 36 yarder that Gater Safety 
man Bill Baird returned to 
the Hornet 27. 

San Frencisco quarterback 
Dick Valois tossed a short 
pass to end Bob Martin on 
the 20. He slipped away from 
one man on the 15 and moved 
te the two. Halfback Mike 
Jaramillo then took the pig- 


skin into the end zone and 
Bob Baird kicked the extra 
point to end the scoring.
